AII cattle and calves in tho 
United States on January 1, 
1978 totaled 116.3 million, 
down 5% from a year ago 
and 9% below January 1, 
1976. This represents the 
third consecutive year of 
herd reduction in the cur¬ 
rent cattle cycle. 

Initial reaction by stock- 
men and traders to the 
report released January 30 
is very bullish. 

All cows and heifers that 
have calved at 49.7 million 
are down 5% from January 
1,1977. The number on July 
1, 1977 at 52.2 million was 


down 3% from a year earli¬ 
er. 

The report reveals these 
additional key livestock 
trends: 

• Beef cows at 38.7 
million are down 8% from 
January 1, 1977 and 12% 
below January two years 
ago. 

• Milk cows at 10.9 
million ore down 1% from 
January 1, 1977 and 1978. 

Other classes on January 
1 and the changes from last 
year and two years ago re¬ 
spectively, are as follows: 

• All heifers over 500 lb., 


17.7 millinn, down 4% anil 
5%. 

• Beef replacement, heif¬ 
ers, 5.8 million, clown 11% 
and 19%. 

• Milk replacement heif¬ 
ers, 3.9 million, virtually 
unchanged and down 2%. 

• Other heifers, 8.0 
million, down 1% and up 
8 %. 


• Steers weighing 600 lb. 
and over, JG.Hmillion, down 
1% and 2%. 

• Bulls weighing 600 lb. 
and over, 2.5 million, down 
6% and 11%. 

• Heifers, steers and 
bulls under 600 lb., down 
9% and 14%. 

The 1977 calf crop is 
estimated at 46.1 million, 


duwn 3% from 1976 ami 8% 
below 1976. This year a 
larger percent of the calf 
crop was bom during the 
January-June period than 
during other recent years. 
Death losses of cattle and 
calves were about one-fifth 
above last year due to tho 
unusually cold weathor in 
early and late 1977.

160 acre farms viable 
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NCA opposes FDA proposal, 
strongly opposes strikers 



Farms as small as 160 
acres in highly productive 
areas such as California’s 
WestlandB Water District 
are viable, the USDA has 
concluded last week In a 
highly controversial an¬ 


nouncement. 

Adding coal to the flame 
also was a conclusion that 
breaking California's large 
farming operations into 
units that would comply

The N ational Cattlemen's 
Assn, adopted a resolution 
Jan. 26 strongly opposing 
the Federal Drug Adminis¬ 
tration proposal to restrict 
the use of antibiotics in 
feed. 

The resolution was 
among 90 on which the NCA 
voted during the first 
official business session of 
its annual convention in 
New Orleans, La. 

The^ NCA pitfpoqqd no 
restrictions be placed on the 
industry until. there is 
■* scientific evidence that the 
use of antibiotics in feed 
affects human health. The 
' NCA strongly supported a 
requirement that the FDA 
conduct studies to supply 
comparative data regarding 
the implied effects of 
certain chemicals affecting 
lab animals, as compared to 
humanB. 

The NCA also strongly 
opposed a Packers & 


Stockyards Administration 
request requiring registra¬ 
tion and bonding of 
customer feedlots as deal¬ 
ers. The association main¬ 
tains most customer feed- 
lots are not dealers in the 
normal sense and do not 
charge a commission for 
selling or showing cattle for 
their customers. 

The NCA also empha¬ 
sized the necessity for 
sufficient federal funding 
for the P&SA within the 
U.S., Department.qf, AgrW%- 
. culture and urged Congress 
to appropriate adequate 
funds so the .agency can 
meet Its responsibilities 
effectively. 

During the morning 
session, the NCA also 
adopted six resolutions 
concerning foreign trade' 
policy. The association 
resolved to strengthen the 
intent and purpose of the 
1964 Meat Import Act and 
outlined five points of 
interest: 


1. Acounter-cyclical 
proposal based on commer¬ 
cial cow-beef production in 
determining quotas allow¬ 
able under the law.

with the 1902 law would 
produce a “slight decline" 
in form Income, no change 
in cropping patterns, but an 
increase in the number of 
dollars spent in farm com¬ 
munities. The staff report 
was prepared by the 
Economics, Statistics and 
Cooperative Service of 
USDA, and is a direct con¬ 
tradiction to farmer and 
rancher claims. 


Four farming areas were 
studied — Westlands and 
the Imperial Valley in Cali¬ 
fornia, the North Platte 
Project in Nebraska and 
Wyoming, and the Colum¬ 
bia Basin project in Wash¬ 
ington. 

Farm units from 160-640 
acres were found to return 
profits exceeding the local 
median family income in 
both the Westlands and 
Columbia project areas. In 
Imperial and North Platte 
areas, 320 acres were 
needed to reach the median 
family income. Both estim¬ 
ates were based on current 
land valuations. 

Approximately 60% of 
California's farms report 
off-form income averaging 
$16,000, and the study 
noted: “off-farm income in¬ 
creases the viability of 
smaller family units." This 
In effect states full-time 
farmers are out and 
part-timers who can subsid¬ 
ize their own operations are 
In. 

Agriculture Secretary 
Bob Bergland, upon seeing 
the report, wrote a strong 
letter to Interior Secretary 
Cecil Andrus calling for 
tougher enforcement of the 
1902 reclamation law and 
160-acre limit.

Hoffman said that one of 
the most widely used pieces 
of information available for 
predicting the short-run fed 
cattle supply are the 
monthly and quarterly 
cattle on feed reports. He 
said a word of caution is in 
order when looking at 
percent change figures In 
these reports. 

“A sharp percentage 
increase in a given month's 
placements, for example, 
might not be particularly 
worrysome if placements in 
proceeding and following 
months are at more normal 
levels, since this could be 
due to on abnormally low 
level of placements in the 
proceeding year or unique 
localized seasonal or weath¬ 
er conditions, "he said. “To 
be a clear warning signal 
the abrupt and large 
chfinges in feeding lovels 
should persist, and be a 
rather consistent pattern 
throughout the industry." 

Another valuable piece of 
Information is changes In 
non-fed beef supplies, 


according to Hoffman. 
Accurately predicting non- 
fed cattle slaughter has 
been a difficult, if not 
impossible task. Cow 
slaughter is the principle 
component of non-fed 
slaughter, so logically the 
key factors to watch are beef 
cow inventories, breeding 
stock prices, and feeder 
cattle prices. 


• CaUle on feed data is 
valuable, but in most cases 
is not sufficient. 

• Figure an ostimato of 
breakeven prices required 
before placing cattle. 

• Odds favor a loss 
situation if breakeven cal¬ 
culations exceed the current 
level of fed cattle prices.

• Be on the lookout for 
lurgo buildups of cattle on 
feed in heavy weight 
groups, and reduced turn¬ 
over rates.

"Another warning signal 
that is often associated with 
declining prices and feeding 
losses is an increase In 
average slaughter 
weights," said Hoffman. 
' 'It is difficult to determine 
whether heavy average 
weights cause low prices or 
low prices result in heavy 
weights, but it is generally 
true that fed cattle prices 
will move inversely with 
average weight, indepen¬ 
dent of slaughter num¬ 
bers."

iences of the 30s hns passed 
ovor, Hansen said. How¬ 
ever, that from more recent 
years has not. 

"Many areas have wit¬ 
nessed the purchase of 
high-priced cattle by pro¬ 
moters or those influenced 
by promoters for operations 
which lasted only a few 
years. Unfortunately, while 
two plus two equals four, it 
is not true that mating a 
champion bull to a cham¬ 
pion cow will produce a 
champion. Neither does it 
run true that a $6000 bull 
bred to a $2000 female will 
always result in an offspring 
that will sell for $3500 at 
each calving. 

"For those who enter the 
purebred industry with that 
impression," Hanson said, 
"the herd longevity is 
usually very brief and the 
financial color quite red. 

•There is no room for such 
enterprises in the banking 
business or in the purebred 
industry.” 

Other questions a banker 
might ask before financing a 
purebred operation are: Is 
he capable of merchandis¬ 
ing Ids product or is he 


content with taking things 
as they come or maybe even 
worse—does he tend to be 
hii "over" promoter? Does 
he know good livestock and 
have an understanding of 
genetics and records? Is he 
young enough to carry out a 
breeding program which 
takes years of developing? 
Is his reputation in the 
community such that buyers 
will be willing to deal with 
him locally since that is the 
first and strongest market? 

Does he have the support 
of his wife and family in this 
enterprise? And, does he 
have sufficient cash flow 
from other sources to meet 


his obligations while devel- you are willing to ■■

Timely marketing a must for feeders

The cattle feeder who 
markets his cattle in a time¬ 
ly and orderly way during 
the next few months almost 
inevitably will realize better 
returns than otherwise 
would be the case. 

This was pointed out by 
Tom Remington, Calexico, 
Calif., during the first Na¬ 
tional Cattlemen's Assn., 
Jan. 24-26 in New Orleans, 
La. Remington, chairman of 
the NCA’s marketing com¬ 
mittee, cited data showing 
that feeders, by keeping 
more current in marketings 
than at any time in years, 
received better fed cattle 
prices during the latter part 
of 1977. With increased 
marketings expected during 
the next few months, he 
noted, it will continue to pay 
for feeders to market cattle 
with no more days on feed 
than necessary. 

Not only will average 


dressed weights be less, hut 
feeders' bargaining posi¬ 
tion is improved with timely 
marketing, and the adverse 
effect of sharply higher 
feeding costs at the end of 
the feeding period will be 
minimized. 

"A major advantage of 
timely marketing is that of 
lower unit production 
costs," Remington said. 
"As everyone knows, the 
last days of the feeding 
period are the most 
expensive. More feed goes 
just to maintain the heavier 
animal, and less energy is 
left over to put on gain. Rate 
of gain is slower. It takes 
more feed to put on a pound 
of fat than it does a pound of 
muscle. Over-feeding can 
become very costly in terms 
of feeding costs and less 
desirable yield grades." 

Wallace Nelson, Arch¬ 
bold, Ohio, vice chairman of 
the committee, said that

cattle feeding generally has 
been at break-even or pro¬ 
fitable levels for nine 
months. This has improved 
results for producers as 
well. 

"For the first time in 
yeare," Nelson said, "the 
industry has been very cur¬ 
rent in its marketings. The 
proof of the results is found 
in the market. It is obvious 
that continued timely mar¬ 
ketings will pay off for the 
individual cottleman as well 
as the industry as a whole. 
In view of the large place¬ 


ments in feed lots lust fall, 
timely marketings can bo 
particularly voiunble in the 
months nheud. U should 
help minimize pressure on 
markets and improve re¬ 
turns for individual cattle¬ 
men. " 

Dean A. Rhoads, Tusca- 
rora, Nev., president of the

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Cattle producers seen as ‘good guys' by health scientist

“Man Is a carnivore by 
adaptation and choice. Red 
meat is responsible for the 
quality of U.S. diets being 
the best in the world. The 
cattle industry has been 
used as the fall guy in a 
great corn oil promotion. 
The solution to the iron 
deficiency problem is red 
meat. Fat is caused by 
sloth." 

AIL those comments seem 
to make the cattle producer 
look pretty respectable in 
the wake of ever-increasing 
publicity telling us red meat 
is not fit to eat. But how 
reliable are those thoughts? 
Were they given by a biased 
cattleman or maybe by a 
'meat nut' as a heated retort 
to uninformed vegetarians? 

These facts and many 
more supporting the red 
meat industry were deliver¬ 
ed to almost a thousand 
concerned cattlemen at¬ 
tending the American 
Polled Hereford Assn.'s 
Beef Truth Conference 
during the group's 55th 
annual convention in Ft. 
Worth, Texas. And they 
were given by coronary 
research scientist George 
Mann from Vanderbilt 
University . 

Additional American 
Polled Hereford Assn, 
convention stories will be 
featured in next week’s 
Western Livestock Jour¬ 
nal, along with results of 
APHA’s National Show 
and Sale. 

Mann told the crowd, 
representing^ a diversity of 
cattle breeds arid Interests, 
that he would give them an 
appraisal of a segment of 
the food industry's cause by 
downgrading another. 

Mann said the U.S. is 
reorganizing our societal 
goals and in the process has 
asked two questions: 
"What should man eat to 
optimize hiB health and well 
befog?" and "Who Is to 
decide this and how?" 

Some of the answers, 
Mann believes, are coming 
from the McGovern Com¬ 
mittee on Dietary Goals. 
Mann quoted T.R. Shepard 
Jr, fo calling these zealotB 
"sriobs who believe the 
averageman is too stupid to 
be allowed to select his own 
method of living." 

Mann strongly believes 
red meat is 1 ‘neither an

i Jbwat to health*," and gave

“There are three ques¬ 
tions you should ask about 
your industry —Are your 
methods humane? Are your 
products wholesome? and 
Does your industry contrib¬ 
ute to human health?

DR. GEORGE MANN 
Medical truth about beef 

* ‘You ought not to wait for 
the consumerists and the 
governmental agencies to 
require humane caging, 
killing and husbandry 
practices because out of 
sight is no longer out of 
mind. You should not use 
such agents as steroids, 
antibiotics, salt, phosphate 
and nitrite for reasons of 
custom and profit until and 
unless you have demon¬ 
strated safety and efficacy. 
You should insist that your 
products are not contami¬ 
nated with toxic materials 
Buch as lead or PCB. You 
must not pollute the air or 
the water or contaminate 
the soil. And you cannot 
prosper if your hamburger 
is diluted with pork or your 
roasts with water. AU these 
new responsibilities are 
consequences of the rising 
level of information and 
expectation of consumers." 

On the subject of human 
health, Mann discussed 
how meat has been made 
the scapegoat in causing 
various diseases. 

Heart disease—"It was 
proposed fo the 1960s that 
this disorder Is either 
caused or aggravated by 
saturated animal fat In the 
human diet. That hypoth¬ 
esis has been repeatedly 
examined in human trials 
and has been regularly 
found false. Yet the noisy 
zealots continue their pro¬ 
paganda which is essential¬ 
ly anti-meat, pro-vegetable 
oil. That campaign has sold 
a lot of oil and it has 
damaged a lot of cattlemen. 
Even so, human mortality 
since 1650 is unchanged."

Cancer— "Does meat 
cause cancer? The evidence 
is very lean and shaky. So 
far as I can find no human 
cancer has been shown to be 
caused by diet. It is 
preposterous to advocate 
dietary changes as preven¬ 
tive measures." 

Osteoporosis or bone 
atrophy—"We don't know 
the real cause. One suspect 
is physical inactivity, an¬ 
other is an excess of 
phosphate and a deficit of 
calcium fo our food. The 
excess phosphate comes 
from starch and Boft drinks, 
and the practice of remov¬ 
ing all the bone from meat 
leaves tissue with a low ratio 
of calcium to phosphorous. 
Your industry blew an 
opportunity to remedy this 
by awkwardly introducing 
the mechanical debonfog 

Carr flees with 
trading funds 

The number of western 
cattle feeders, ranchers and 
speculators that did busi¬ 
ness with Lloyd Carr & Co. 
is unknown, but the pros¬ 
pects for their recovering 
investments with this com¬ 
modity investment firm 
appear slim. 

Lloyd Carr Is the 
BoBton-based commodity 
trading house operated by a 
man known as James A. 
Carr. But in actuality Carr is 
Alan Abrahams, an escaped 
convict and one of the 
slickest con men ever to play 
the game say federal 
officials. The commodity 
trading firm, one of the 
biggest options traders, had 
been under Investigation by 
the government for "fraud 
and deceit" in trading, as 
an arrest of Abrahams for 
failing to heed a court order 
led to the fingerprints that 
eventually identified him. 

Federal officials are still 
looking for Abrahams aud 
much of the money depo¬ 
sited by Lloyd Carr. U.S. 
Attorneys say about 81.7 
million was deposited in a 
Bermuda bank, while an- 
other ®1.3 million was sent 
to Canada. 

Commodity Futures 
Trading Commission offici¬ 
als have been keeping a low 
profile thus far fo this case. 
They do say Investors will 
probably have to file their 
own civil complaints to get 
their money back. 



You didn't tell tho 
public why, you seemed to 
be adulterating meat with 
bone, and the consumerists 
stopped you. Start over and 
do it properly.” 

Anemia—"Iron deficien¬ 
cy anemia is very common 
in the U.S. in women and 
young children. Women 
won't eat required amounts 
of iron found in red meat 
because they want to look 
like Twiggy and do a 
minimum of physical activ¬ 
ity. And they produce 
babies with low iron stores. 
Millers and bakers per¬ 
suaded the U.S. govern¬ 
ment to allow them to enrich 
flour, bred and certain 
cereal with iron fo 1942 but 
they found that soluble iron 
spoiled the dough. They 
turned to metallic reduced 
iron which is insoluble and 
unavailable. The cereal 
enrichment program haa 
been a sales device, never 



shown efficacious and used 
by few other countries. The 
heme iron in red meat is 
four to five times better 
absorbed than iron in plant 
foods. The solution is not 
more reduced iron in bread 
but a little red moat each 
day." 

Obesity — 1 'The answer 
for obesity is not starvation 
or a meat free diet. It is to 
follow the advice of that 
little-appreciated social phi¬ 
losopher, Gloria Steinem, 
who was once heard to say, 
‘Burn it, baby."' 

Energy shortage —"Fi¬ 
nally there is the complaint 
of the vegetarians, who 
argue that animals are such 
poor food converters we 
ought not to take the loss by 
feeding them grain. Ani¬ 
mals, and especially the 
ruminants, act as food 
scavengers for us. They can 
and do eat foods that wo 
cannot use." 

In summary Mann told 
the group, "Rememberthat 
history in Genesis IV: 'and 
Abel was a keeper of sheep, 
but Cain was a tiller of the
